!  his  counsel  and  assistance.  Engagements  as  guest  con- 
;  ductor,  teacher,  clinician  and  adjudicator  took  him  to 
all  parts  of  the  country’.  During  the  thirties,  he  also 
became  the  Director  of  the  University  of  Chicago  Rand, 

!  and  the  inheritor  of  one  of  the  first  of  the  giant  exhibi¬ 
tion  bass  drums,  the  Big  Bertha,  which  is  now  at  the 
University  of  Texas.  He  continued  his  work  with  pro- 
:|  fessional  bands,  conducting  many  of  the  renowned 
ij  Grant  Park  Concerts  in  Cihicago. 

jj  World  War  II  saw  Bachman  in  uniform  again,  this 
I  time  as  a  Special  Services  Officer  in  the  South  Pacific 
fl  theatre  of  operations.  In  this  as.signment.  he  was  re- 
sixmsible  for  much  of  the  entertainment  and  recreation 
J  for  millions  of  American  service  men.  He  attained  the 
rank  of  Lt.  Colonel,  and  gained  the  nickname  of  “Colo- 
^  nel.”  which  for  the  ensuing  years  has  been  his  title, 

J  combining  at  once  the  attitude  of  respect  and  familiar- 
j  ity  shared  bv  all  his  associates. 

'  Bachman  came  to  the  University  of  Florida  in  1948. 
and  closed  out  his  formal  career  with  ten  years  of  furious 
activity,  bringing  the  University  of  Florida  Gator  Band 
to  national  prominence,  retiring  in  1958. 

His  “retirement"  is  the  standing  joke  among  his  De- 
ij  partment  of  Music  colleagues,  since  he  still  spends  more 
I  time  in  productive  work  than  do  most  full  time  em- 
I  ployees.  True  to  his  lifelong  penchant  for  taking  the 
I  trouble  to  do  things  right,  the  Colonel  has.  in  his  retire¬ 


ment,  produced  three  fine  books:  The  story’  of  his  Mil¬ 
lion  Dollar  Band,  a  unique  text  on  Program  Building, 
and  the  storv  of  the  University  of  Florida  Gator  Band 
(in  reality,  the  story  of  college  bands  everywhere).  The 
Biggest  Boom  in  Dixie.  He  has  given  his  carefully  re¬ 
searched  illustrated  lecture  on  THE  ROLE  OF  BAND 
MUSIC  IN  AMERICAN  CULTURE  before  musical 
and  historical  groups  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

Bachman  takes  the  trouble  to  answer  his  correspond¬ 
ence.  His  files  are  loaded  with  pleas  for  assistance  from 
youngsters  in  the  band  business,  pleas  which  are  never 
ignored;  with  appeals  from  comixisers  young  and  old, 
asking  for  encouragement  which  is  never  refused ;  from 
colleagues,  asking  advice  which  is  carefully  reasoned 
and  thought  out  before  being  offered  in  reply.  Even 
today,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  his  retirement,  Bachman 
receives  numerous  long  distance  calls  from  colleagues, 
some  of  them  persons  he  barely  knows,  asking  for  advice 
and  counsel. 

When  tendering  this  counsel,  the  Colonel  always  takes 
the  trouble  to  phrase  it  properly.  In  his  correspondence 
he  may  worry  a  phrase  for  hours,  making  sure  that  his 
meaning  is  stated  in  such  a  way  that  the  reader  can 
get  his  point  without  taking  offense  at  the  phrasing. 
He  has  never  knowingly  made  an  enemy  nor  lost  a 
friend. 

We  recall  vividly  the  time  when  we  told  the  Colonel 
that  the  composer  Morton  Gould  had  his  first  composi¬ 
tion  published  when  he  was  six  years  old.  His  eyes 
twinkling,  Bachman  replied,  “Before  that  I  guess  he 
just  fooled  around.” 

In  all  his  life,  Bachman  has  never  just  fooled  around.
